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Use of State Prisons bv the United 
States. — The Government of the Union is 
separate from and independent of that of each 
and every State Government. It probably fol- 
lo^from this arrangement that, in the per- 
formance of its duties and the exercise of its 
powers, the Government of the United States 
is strictly bound to provide all the appropriate 
and necessary agencies for the enforcement of 
the laws which Congress may be compelled to 
enact. This may be strictly true in theory, and 
indeed in the case of Prigg vs the State of 
Pennsylvania the Supreme Court of the United 
States so ruled. But although the States have 
the right to exclude the officers of the United 
of their court-houses, jails, 
vet it has not been done 
except recently in the cases arising out of the 
fugitive slave laws, and even in those cases it 
has been done only by a few States. There is 
such a manifest economy and propriety in the 
States' permitting the use of their prisons and 
thus facilitating the administration of justice by 
the General Government, that, at a very early 
day after the adoption of the Federal Consti- 
tution, most of the States passed laws giving to 
the United States the use of their prisons. 

Thus, as early as the year 1790, the Legisla- 
ture of Massachusetts provided by law that 
"the keepers of the several jails of the Com- 
monwealth snail, under the like penalties as by 
law are provided for the custody and safe- 
keeping of the prisoners thereof, take cus- 
tody of, and safely keep, all prisoners com- 
mitted under the authority of the United States, 
until they shall be discharged by due courSe of 
the laws thereof." Such moneys as were paid 
for meeting the charges of such custody were 
mafa^kjayable to the county treasurers for the 
use of their respective counties. This law, so 
obviously proper and advantageous to the State 
and to th» United States has been substantially 
iti force to the present time. But in the States 
of Massachusetts, Connecticut, and Michigan 
the use of the State prisons has been by recent 
enactments forbid to the United States authori- 
ties, in enforcing the provisions of the fugitive 
slave law. There is no inhibition in these State 
laws against the use of the prisons in the cases 
of mail robberies, piracies, or other crimes com- 
mitted in violation of the U. S. laws. The con- 
duct of these Stater in thus excluding the U. S. 
Government from the use o. their prisons in 
the case of fugitive slaves alone is, as it was 
doubtless designed to be, very offensive and in- 
sulting to the people of the South, and will un- 
questionably lead to retaliatory legislation on the 
part of the Southern States. It will not excuse 
those States from Dlame, to say that they have 
the legal right to deny the use of their prisons 
or their courts o the United States; for the man- 
ner in which they have used the power shows 
that it was against slavery and slave property 
that the laws were directed, and not against the 
United States. No good, but much harm, will 
be the result of a continuance of such legisla- 
tion^^ we hope to see the obnoxious acts re- 
peale^feind the practice of passing such laws 
abandoned. 

Water Works at Detroit.— We have on 
our table the Report of the Water Commission- 
ers to the Common Council of the city of De- 
troit for the year ending December 31, 1854. 
From this report we gather that there has been 
expended on the works up to the first of the 
year $495,463; 181 fire-plugs have been set up 
and connected with the pipes, and 13^ miles 
of iron pipes have been laid, and during the 
year there has been distributed 314,392,655 im- 
perial gallons ot water, which is an increase 
over that of the previous year of about 20 per 
cent. The quantity of water per day to each 
habitant was 21J gallons, and the quantity of 
wood consumed in the year was 1,122 cords, 
costing $2,129. The superintendent estimates 
twelve bushels of coal as equal to one cord of 
such wood as he used. 

The superintendent was sent to visit and in- 
spect the water-works of the different cities, and 
we give from his report the cost of these works 
as he states them:

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Prohibitory Liquor Law in New York. 
The press and the people of the city of New 
York are having a nice and exciting time about 
the liquor law that will soon go into effect there. 
The press stood by quite quies -ently, and per- 
mitted the Maine law to pass the Legislature 
without opposition. They were each and all 
afraid to attack it lest it might lose them some 
patronage. But now, when the law is about 
going into effect, quite a number of the metro 
politan press are violent in their opposition to it. 
The Tritune preserves its consistency and fa- 
vors the execution of the law as it advocated its 
passage. 

If the law can be executed in New York it 
can be anywhere, for there it will have to en- 
counter the opposition of a greater cumulative 
power of combined talent, shrewd cupidity, and 
money influence than it will have to meet in 
any other city of the United States. A large 
sum of money has been already raised to fee 
able lawyers, with a view of testing the consti- 
tutionality of the law, and still greater sums 
will be forthcoming if required. Opinions, 
both adverse and favorable to the law, have 
been obtained from eminent lawyers and pre- 
siding judges; and, if these latter gentlemen con- 
tinue the practice of deciding on the law before 
a case arises under it, when such a case shall 
occur, there will be no judges left uncommitted 
before whom an impartial trial can be had. 
We hold the practice of judges' giving in ad- 
vance their construction of laws, to be highly 
improper and worthy of general condemnation. 

The latest one of these extra official opinions 
is that of Judge Edmonds, the spiritualist, who 
has given an opinion affirming the constitution- 
ality of the New York liquor law. The Mirror, 
a paper that is ferociously opposed to the grog- 
stopping law, notices Judge Edmonds and his 
opinion thus: 

Judge Edmonds, from the spiritual world, 
"follows suit." He, too, has an opinion on the 
new liquor law, and his opinion has this advan- 
tage over all its predecessors — it is the longest. 

The learned judge approves of the law in all 
its detail; it is a perfect statute; it lacks nothing; 
and the exceptional clause of the first section 
covers its own ground and no more. Imported 
liquors are lawful merchandise while in the 
hands of the importer, and in their original 
packages, but no longer. 

The professional reasoning of Judge Edmonds 
and others on this point is exquisite. It would 
not be competent for the Legislature to prohibit 
the importer from selling his merchandise, be- 
came such prohibition would prevent importa- 
tion, and that would interfere with the receipts 
of the Treasury for duties. But the same Leg- 
islature may impose its prohibition on the sale 
of the same merchandise the moment it has left 
the hands of the importer. Iu our simple judg- 
ment, a man need not be a lawyer nor a judge 
nor a "medium" from the land of spirits to per- 
ceive the absurdity of this position, for it is ob- 
vious to plain common sense that if the parties 
who would purchase from the importer are pro- 
hibited from selling the commodity so to be pur- 
chased they must decline to purchase. In other 
words, to prohibit the purchaser from selling is 
to prevent the importer from selling, for the im- 
porter's customers are themselves sellers. 

General Council.— In the Board bf Alder- 
men last night a resolution was adopted receiv- 
ing the Are engine. It was referred in the Com- 
mon Council to the committee on the fire de- 
partment. 

The Board of Aldermen slightly amended the 
resolution from the other board appropriating 
$2,000 for a clock on the Walnut Street Bap- 
tist Church, and then passed it — 5 to 3. 

In the Common Council the resolution from 
the Aldermen directing the Treasurer to call on 
J. S Speed to return $1,000 illegally drawn by 
him as secret service fund, was concurred in 
and adopted. 

Tiie resolution from the Aldermen accenting 
the proposition of Smith, Seckel,& Co. to clean 
the streets for $15,000, they paying the salaries 
of the inspectors, was reported by the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Beatty offered a substitute, diricting the 
mayor to advertise for proposals for cleaning 
the streets, which was adopted. 

The report of the committee on endorsing the 
bonds of the Big Sandy Railroad was read and 
referred back to the committee. The report 
proposes that the city endorses bonds to the 
amount of $200,000 as soon as the road is com- 
pleted to Mt. Sterling, provided the road will 
have the same guage as that from this city to 
Lexington. 

The southern ditch was under discussion 
when we left the hall, 11:45 P. M. 

Various amounts were allowed and numerous 
street improvements were ordered in both 
boards. 

The council resolved to meet in joint session 
at 9 o'clock on Thursday evening next. 



Steam Fire Engine Deluge. — This ma- 
chine was submitted to another trial yesterday. 
It performed to the satisfaction or everybody. 
Steam was raised in seven minutes from the time 
it arrived on the ground. In forty-seven min- 
u es it pumped 676 barrels of water (30 gallons 
per barrel) out of the cistern at the intersection 
os Jefferson and Ninth streets. This is equal to 
827 barrels or 24,810 gallons per hour, and the 
city engineer is of opinion that it can pump 900 
barrels per hour. 

It was afterwards taken to a cistern on Main 
street and threw a horizontal stream of 204 feet 
4 inches from 1J inch nozzle. The average 
weight of steam was 50 lbs. 

The machinery worked finely, and it was 
drawn by the horses with great ease.

Dreadful Accident. — About daybreak yes- 
terday morning a dreadful accident occurred at 
the Short Line railway tunnel, which resulted 
in the instant death of five men, and a sixth per- 
son was very seriously injured.

A coun- 
terfeit stamp of Hutchings & Co.'s banking 
and exchange office at Louisville was stamped 
on the bill, and i.i the description the & between 
banking and exchange was omitted which vitia- 
ted the indictment. Another will be found at 
the next sitting of the grand jury. Brown is a 
very fortunate rogue. He was sent to the peni- 
tentiary by our common pleas court for some 
criminal offense, but he was soon after brought 
back for a new trial, by a decision of the Su- 
preme Court against the jurisdiction of the 
common pleas in criminal cases. Before the 
sitting of the circuit court the prosecuting wit- 
ness died, and Brown was released. He enjoyed 
his liberty, for about ten days when he was 
again arrested on the charge for which he is 
now to answer. — Lafayette (bid.) Jour., June 5.

The America sailed to-day with 200 passen- 
gers and $1,012,500 in specie. 

The mail train from New York last night dis- 
covered obstructions on the track near Worces- 
ter — the rails pried up and six stones underneath. 
A frightful collision occurred and the whole 
train was thrown from the track into a ditch. 
The baggage car was broken in pieces and six 
persons who were in it badly but not fatally 
injured. The foremost passenger car was bro- 
ken, also the trucks of the passenger cars. The 
passangers escaped without serious injury. All 
arrived here this morning. 

It is supposed that the attempt to destroy the 
passengers was made by robbers, who hoped that 
during the confusion they would be able to rob 
the train of a large amount of specie in charge 
of Adams &. Co. for the banks in this city. An 
engine waiting at Worcester was tampered with 
in order to prevent aid being sent. 

The specie was much scattered, but was re- 
covered. The amount was probably upwards 
of half a million. 



American State Convention of Ohio. — 
This convention met at Cleveland on Tuesday 
last, and adopted the following series of 



Resoleed, That the principles of the patriots of 
the American Revolution are our principles— 
and that we reiterate the sublime truths con- 
tained in the Declaration of American Independ- 
ence, and proclaim to the world our determina- 
tion to maintain those principles, as did our fath- 
ers, with "'■our lives, our fortunes, and our sacred 
honors " 

Resolved, That the Union of the States — the 
glorious result of patriotic counsels, wise con- 
siderations, sagacious forethought, prudent judg- 
ment — the ark of our political safety — the es- 
sence of our being, and the creator and preserver 
of our national importance, is dear to every 
American heart, and we regard its maintenance 
as paramount to all other considerations. 

Resolved, That the constitution under which 
we live, the result of joint resolutions, joint la- 
bors, joint counsels, and joint sacrifices— crea- 
ted in a spirit of compromise and harmony, re- 
ceiving at its adoption, and requiring mutual 
concessions and support from all sections of the 
country, is entitled to and should have the coun- 
tenance and faithful adherence to its provisions 
of all the people of this confederacy; to it we 
adhere, and we yield our obedience to its provis- 
ions and to all laws enacted in accordance with 
its spirit and intent. 

Resolved, That with the domestic institutions 
of the several States of the Union, we claim to 
have no right to meddle. Weatever is peculiar 
to the people of each State now in existence, is 
of their own creation and subject to their own 
immediate control; and while we deprecate the 
existence of human bondage in any portion of 
this confederacy, as a national party we leave it 
as we find it, under its own local restrictions, to 
be regulated by the enactments of those respon- 
sible for its continuance; but while disavowing 
thus explicitly any and all intention of interfer- 
ing with it as it is, we must in duty to our sense 
of right, to our consciences, and to our country, 
declare and demand that the general government 
has the power and the right to exclude slavery 
outside of the State limits, and the spirit of the 
constitution, which is that of freedom, shall be 
regarded, and the influence thereof shall be so 
used that there shall henceforth and foiever be 
no more slave territory and no more slave States. 

Resolved, That while we disclaim any desire 
to interfere with slavery where it exists, we at 
the same time avow our determination to prevent 
by all lawful means the future interference of 
slavery with free territory or the rights of free- 
men, in a recurrence of the outrageous assaults 
recently committed in Kansas by armed hordes 
of Missourians, who, by their dastardly con- 
duct, have earned the contempt of all honorable 
men. 

Resolved, That the grand object and chief aim 
of this organization is to build up a thorough 
and complete American sentiment — to secure 
such a representation of American feelings in 
the government as shall cause the interests of 
Americans to be properly respected and cared 
for — shall insure us respect at home and abroad 
— foster Americans in every laudable enterprise 
and work — give protection and encouragement 
to American artisans in all their efforts at im- 
provement — serve to develope the resources of 
our country — improve its rivers, harbors, and 
highways — proi..ote intercourse between differ- 
ent sections of the country— and in every honor- 
able way devote itself te the removing of all 
obstacles to our advancement, and to the ; 
improvement of the American countr 
American people. 

Resolved, That we will act in fellowship with 
all such emigrants and all others as shall believe 
in American principles, and by a period of study 
and residence among us, have possessed them- 
selves of an American education — become thoi- 
oughly indoctrinated with American views — un- 
derstanding the true spirit and genius of our con- 
stitution and institutions, and by renouncing all 
allegiance to any foreign Prince, Potentate, 
State, or Sovereignty whateVer, and particularly 
to the Pope of Rome and the "Infallible Church" 
— by their life and works show themselves wor- 
thy of the title of American citizens. 

Resolved, That we are opposed to all ecclesi- 
astical influence in whatever form and under 
whatever names whei. brought to bear against 
republican principles and republican institutions. 

Resolved, That we are opposed to the interfer- 
ence of other nations in American affairs — that 
we will not countenance political Romanism in 
any form, or the attempt of any sect, denomina- 
tion, or church, to obtain control of the govern- 
ment. While recognizing all religious toleration 
as a fundamental principle in our government 
and acknowledging the right of all individuals 
to worship God according to the dictates of 
conscience, and pledging our efforts to secure to 
all the peaceful eujoyment of their religions 
opinions, we must avow our opposition to all ef- 
forts at union of Church and State, or attempts 
jo control our political affairs. 

Resolved, That the general government should 
provide against the landing of foreign paupers 
and felons upon our shores, and should provide 
for the general defence and promote the public 
welfare. 

Resolaed, That were are opposed to all organ- 
izations composed exclusively of foreigners, 
particularly of foreign military companies, 
having control of arms and munitions of war. 

Resolved, That the civil, religious, and politi- 
cal privileges the Americans concede to others 
should by others be conceded to Americans — 
that no commercial or diplomatic intercourse 
should be maintained with foreign governments 
that prohibit freedom of speech and freedom of 
religious opinion.

Agricultural Division of the Patent Office- 
The Morocco- dresser «' Sumack. — There have 
been introduced from the south of France the 
seeds of the morocco-dressers' sumach for ex- 
periments in this country, the leaves and branch- 
es of which are used instead of oak bark in 
tanning leather, and are believed to be the same 
with which the Turkey morocco is tanned. It 
is exceedingly rich in tannin, producing more 
than double the American sumach, which is al 
ready used in considerable quantities. It pros 
pers best in a bi v loam, though it will grow in 
any common garden or soil in the central and 
sruthe;n latitudes in the United States. The 
Tripoli merchants sell the seeds at Aleppo, 
where they are in common use to produce an 
appetite. The taste of the fruit is very acid 
and stringent, but does not possess the poison 
ous qualities for which some of the species of 
this genus are so remarkable. 

We regret to learn of the capsizing of the 
schooner Experiment, Captain Jennings, on 
Friday night last, while on her way from th 
city to St. Joseph. She was capsized while a 
few miles from SL Joseph. Her captain was 
drowned; also, a young son of Captain Nelson 
Naper of this city, who was on board; and also 
the cook of the vessel, whose name we could 
not learn. Captain Naper's wife and another 
son, a lad of about seventeen years of age, wer^ 
also on board, and in the cabin when the vessel 
went over, but were saved by the young man 
keeping his mother in one of the upper berths, 
which was not immersed in the water.

Allh#ed Conspiracy to get a Husban». — 
It has always been considered the duty of the 
sterner sexto woo, win, and pop the question to 
the "fairest portion of creation," except when 
leap-year gives an implied license to women to 
win for themselves a husband and a home. We 
like the wooing to be done by the masculine 
gender, and we must admit that our sense of 
propriety was somewhat shocked on Saturday 
at hearing of a case before Alderman Hibbard, 
in which it was clearly proven that a beautiful 
young female not only "popped the question," 
out endeavored to supplant a wife in the affec- 
tions of her husband. 

The facts of the case are as follows: It is al- 
leged that a young man, daguerreotypist, recent- 
ly traveled through Pennsylvania, with his 
mother and two sisters, the eldest sister about 
twenty years of age and quite beautiful, and the 
youngest about nine years. Their way led to a 
public-house in a small village in Jefferson co., 
Pa., kept by a vety worthy gentleman, the hus- 
band of a fine-looking woman, and the father 
of an interesting little daughter. A few days 
after their arrival, the w>ts of the travelers were 
set to work, it is alleged, to appropriate the 
snug quarters to themselves, and, during several 
days' absence of the landlord from his home, 
the mother of the daguerreotypist, it is alleged, 
by some means or other, induced the wife of the 
landlord to elope with her son. The guilty par- 
ty, having with them the child of the faithless 
wife, hied to New York, ana subsequently came 
on to this city. 

The landlord, on his return home, was great- 
ly alarmed and uneasy at the absence of his 
wife, the alleged conspirators having told him 
that she had merely taken a ride with the young 
man. In the mean time every effort was made 
by the mother and daughter to induce the for- 
saken husband to forget his wife, and cling to 
the "girl left behind her,' but he refused their 
entreaties, though, at the sam» time, he ac- 
knowledged that he only wanted his child, and 
that the mother -hould never be clasped to his 
bosom again. The mother and daughter, find- 
ing their schemes unprosperous, made tracks 
for this city, and, on their . rrival, sought out 
the runaway^, and stopped at the same hotel 
with them. The disconsolate husband also came 
on, and, after diligent search, discovered their 
whereabouts. 

The wife, hearing of the arrival of her hus 
band, removed, with her daughter, to another 
hotel, and thus saved herself from the arrest at 
the time the others were taken in charge. She 
was, however, discovered on Saturday, and ta- 
ken to the alderman's office, and she was about 
to be committed to prison, when the husband re 
quested the officer to take her to the hotel, and 
see that she was kept in close confinement 
This was done, and the husband slept in an ad- 
joining room with the officer, who used his best 
exertions to obtain the wife's forgiveness. He 
at last relented, and the same day returned to 
his home with her who had caused him such 
anguish and disquietude. 

The other parties were held to bail for their 
appearance whenever wanted, the landlord of 
the house at which they are now residing giving 
security for f hem, notwithstanding their in- 
debtedness to him is quite a large amount. The 
whole case, according to the allegations, exhib- 
its one of the coolest efforts to obtain a good 
home that we have ever seen on record; and 
also shows that this traveling family are as de 
void of feeling as they are of principle. 

Who Designed the Floating Batteries? 
One of these enormous washing tubs is to be 
seen at Woolwich. Ahead, astern, or broadside 
on, all is a mass of deformity Neither rudder 
or hawse holes are visible. Masts, yards, and 
funnel denote that it is a ship, or it might eas- 
ily be mistaken for a dummy, pierced with port- 
holes for windows. But, putting aside the ec- 
centric exterior of the craft, there are in them 
some most serious defects. These "things," 
without a gun, shot, or pound of powder on 
board, draw eight feet and their port sills are 
now only five feet from the water's edge. Be 
fore they are armed, manned, provisioned, and 
stored, weights will have to be put on board 
which will probably immerse them three feet 
more. Thus the port-holes will be only two 
feet out of water! The fighting deck has been 
so carefully covered with bomb proof protection 
that not an aperture has been left sufficiently 
large to admit a shell; the consequence there 
is no way for smoke to escape, except at the 
port-holes. 

The hatchway, which would have admitted a 
shell, would have let off the smoke; so, to avoid 
being killed by a destructive missile, the crew 
must all be suffocated! After the first broadside, 
the c rew will be unable to see the object of 
their engagement; and after the third round 
strangulation must ensue. The conlined vapor 
arising from their own guns will be all sufficient. 
To steer or propel such an unwieldy conglomer- 
ation of wood and iron is out of the question. 
They will go where they please, and how they 
please — never uncommonly fast without being 
dry. Yet five of these precious ins'ruments of 
torture, which will not cost less than half a mil- 
lion, are'built and paid for by honest good na- 
tured John Bull. — United Service Gazette.

An examination on the 
charge of mutiny was gone into in the U. 8. 
Court, when the Judge decided that, as the Cap- 
tain of the vessel had abandoned her and lost 
all control as already stated, the crew had a 
right to select their own Captain, as they did, 
by a vote of their number. They were dis- 
charged. 

A Know-Nothing paper, called the Citizen, 
had been started at San Francisco. 

A union of the Democratic party had been at- 
tempted in opposition to the Know-Nothings, 
but without success. 

Four convicts broke from the penitentiary on 
the 13th, and one named White was killed by the 
guard. 

The San Francisco municipal election under 
the new charter was to take place about the last 
of May. No nominations had been made. The 
struggle promised to be pure Know-Nothine and 
anti-Know-Nothing. 

Caught Again. — Thomas Davis alias James 
Mayberry, a prisoner in the penitentiary under 
conviction for forgery, and who has been, and 
still pretended to be very sick, scaled the walls 
on Thursday night last and escaped; but on 
Tuesday he was re-arrested 18 miles this side 
of Louisville, and is again safe in his old quar- 
ters with the prospect of two years addition to 
his present term.-Com>ia 



Instructions to Commodore McCauley. 
The Union publishes the following: 

United States Navy Department, ) 
Washington, April 10, 1855. $ 

Sir: The department has determined to assign 
you to a special duty, and place you temporarily 
in command of the home squadron. 

Reposing confidence in your prudence, expe- 
rience, and patriotism, I have selected you for 
the discharge of certain duties, always delicate 
and responsible, the proper execution of which 
may involve questions of national honor and 
peace. 

Recent events in Cuba, and on the high seas 
in the vicinity of that Island, are of a character 
calculated not merely to attract attention and 
excite the solicitue of this Government, but to 
call for constant vigilance on your part, in order 
that the rights of our countrymen and the interest 
of our commerce may be neither wantonly as- 
sailed nor carelessly disregarded. It is hardly 
necessary that I should undertake to recite with 
particularity all the circumstances which are 
worthy of your consideration, but I deem it pro- 
per to call your attention to the conduct of the 
commander of the Spanish frigate Ferrolana in 
firing at the United States mail steamer El Dora- 
do, and subjecting that vessel to delay, visitation, 
and search about eight miles from Cape San 
Antonio — an occurrence which, if approved by 
the Spanish authorities, is likely to disturb the 
friendly relations between the two Governments, 
and a course of proceeding which, if persisted 
in, cannot but provoke collision. . 

I need not remind you, Commodore, that the 
right of visitation or search of our vessels on 
the high seas is one the existence of which the 
United States have steadily refused to recognise 
and the exercise of which they will with eqnal 
firmness ever refuse to tolerate. 

The President instructs me to say to you that 
if any officer in command of a ship-of-war be 
present when an outrage of the character here- 
tofore mentioned is perpetrated on a vessel 
rightfully bearing our fla?, he will promptly in- 
terpose, relieve the arrested American ship, pre- 
vent the exercise of the assumed right of visita- 
tion or search, and repel the interference by 
force. The President is not unmindful of the 
present disturbed condition of Cuba. But, 
whatever weight may be attached to these con- 
siderations, the excited apprehensions of the 
authorities of that Island, arising, it is believ- 
ed, out of the condition of its internal affairs, 
and not from any movement in this country in 
violation of our neutrality laws, can work no 
suspension of national law, nor reconcile sub- 
mission to the violation of any right resulting 
from the law of nations or treaty stipulations 
The United States seek no collision with Spain 
The officers of our navy are desired and expect- 
ed scrupulously to observe the law of nations 
and uniformly to extend all courtesy and respect 
to the flags of other powers. But these rules 
do not require consent for a moment to the de- 
liberate violation of principles held sacred by 
the United States, and without the observance 
of which peace, however desirable, cannot be 
maintained. 

The conduct of the authorities of Cuba in 
overhauling and searching our vessels cannot 
rest on the ground of terrtiorial jurisdiction, 
and ;his government denies the existence of any 
state of facts to warrant the exercise of bellig- 
erent rights. Your instructions ?.re confined to 
cases arising on thn high seas, because, as at 
present advised, the offensive acts which have 
beer, committed are of that character. Other 
offensive acts, however, undoubtedly might oc- 
cur within the proper territorial jurisdiction of 
Cuba, to which this government could not and 
would not submit for a moment. Should such 
a case arise, you will immediately report the 
facts to this department, and await further in 
structions, unless your prompt interposition 
should become necessary for the preservation 
of the lives and property of the citizens of the 
United States. 

Accompanying this dispatch you will receive 
a copy of the recent letter of Mr. Marcy, Sec 
retary of State, to Mr. Cueto, the Spanish min 
is!er at Washington, to which your attention is 
specially invited, as setting forth with distinct 
ness and force the views entertained by the 
President on this subject. 

The vessels constituting the home squadron, 
under your command, for the present, are the 
San Jacinto, Captain Stribling; the Jamestown, 
Captain Crabbe; the Falmoulh, Commander 
Shaw; the Princeton, Commander Eagle, and 
the Fulton, Lieutenant Commanding Mitchell; 
to which other vessels will be added at the ear- 
liest practical moment. 

The Jamestown, Captain Crabbe, having been 
originally assigned as the lag-ship of the Afri- 
can squadron, is designed, only temporally, to 
form a part of the home squadron, and is prob- 
ably now on her way to Key West, after touch- 
ing at Havana, she will await your instructions. 
I enclose you a copy of my instructions to Capt- 
Crabbe. 

The department desires you to proceed im- 
mediately to Philadelphia, where the steam-flrg- 
ate is now lying, and designed as the flag-ship 
of the home squadron, and, after hoisting your 
broad pendant on board of that vessel, you will 
direct your course first to Havana, at which 
place you will seek an interview with our acting 
consul, procure from him all the information 
bearing upon the duties of the home squadron, 
and then regulate your cruising, and the move- 
ments of the ships under your command, with a 
view to the protection of the rights and inter- 
ests of your country. 

I deem it unnecessary, Commodore,to multiply 
suggestions to one of your experience and ex- 
cellent judgment, or to enlarge upon the impor- 
tance of doing everything in your power to pre- 
serve discipline and to promote a cheerful and 
contented spirit among the officers and men un- 
der your command. 

You will avail yourself of every opportunity 
to keep the department advised of your move- 
ments and the condition of affairs within the 
limits of your station.

Boston, June 6. 

Last night, as the mail trail from New York 
via New Haven was nearing the city of Wor- 
cester, the engineer suddenly discovered an ob- 
stacle on the track. It appears that the rails 
had been pryed up, and 5 or 6 large stones had 
been placed underneath. 

By the force of the collision the whole train 
was thrown off the track. The engine was 
thrown into a ditch; the baggage was thrown 
completely over and broken up. Six persons in 
the cars were considerably bruised, but fortu 
nately escaped without very serious injury. The 
fore part of the passenger cars was broken, and 
the trucks of two passenger cars were torn off, 
but all the passengers escaped without serious 
damage; a few only received trifling cuts. 

They arrived at 4^ o'clock this morning. 

This attemp to destroy the passenger train is 
supposed to be the work of robbers, who hoped 
in the confusion to rob it of a large amount of 
specie on board, in charge of Adams &. Co.'s 
messenger. This idea is strengthened from the 
fact that an engine which was waiting at the 
Forester depot was tampered with in order to 
prevent its going to the aid of the disabled train 
Though the specie was much scattered, it was 
all rfcover-d,and has been safely delivered. The 
specie amounted to half a million, and went out 
to-day by the English steamer. 

The America sails at noon with 200 passen- 
gers for Liverpool and 17 for Halifax and $1,- 
120,427 in specie.

EVENING BULLETIN. 



The Portland Riot.— The extraordinary 

Mayor of Portland^ in purchasing liquoff or the 
city agency, under the new law, has been al- 
ready alluded to in a telegraphic dispatch. We 
give below Hm particulars of the affair, as con- 
tained in the Portland Argus: 

It will be remembered that on Saturday 
morning we called the attention of the city mar- 
shal and the police to the fact that a large quan- 
tity of spirituous liquors had been purchased in 
New York and bi ought here for sale, and sug- 
gested to them the duty of seizing them. These 
liquor*. SI, 600 worth, Mr. Neal Dow had stated 
to one of the Aldermen he had bought on his 
own individual responsibility, and had ordered 
them to be brought here and stored in the city. 
This being apparently in direct violation of law, 
making Mr. Dow liable for the penalty, on 
conviction, of imprisonment for thirty days, 
and rendering the liquers subject to seizure and 
destruction, a complaint was accordingly made 
to the Police Court, and Judge Carter issued his 
warrant for the seizure of the liquors; but 
whether for the arrest of Mr. Dow we have not 
learned. Judge Carter, however, instead of 
giving his warrant to an officer who was ready 
to make immediate service, put it in the hands 
of Deputy Marshal Ring, who, for some canse, 
immediately disappeared and could not be found. 

Meantime the board of aldermen was sudden- 
ly summoned to meet for the purpose, it was al- 
leged, of effecting a transfer of the liquors to 
the city, for its agency, which was established 
on last Thursday night, by the casting vote of 
Mr. Dow, though the liquors were purchased 
some weeks since. After the aldermen had 
been together a while, Deputy Ring appeared 
and seized the liquors upon the warrant. 

Quite a little crowd stood about the door 
where the liquors were stored, and in' the viciui- 
ty during the remainder of the afternoon, but 
perfect quiet and apparent good nature was ob- 
served. Soon after 7 o'clock a crowd began to 
collect about the deposit of the liquors in the 
City Hall building, and gradually increased until 
a little after 9 o'clock, when a cry of fire was 
raised, as we understand, by Mr. Dow's order, 
and the bells ri'ng >vith a view of diverging the 
crowd from the spot. It had, however, a con- 
trary effect, and greatly increased it for a time, 
as ti e engine companies were brought by the 
bells from both extremes of the city to the cen- 
tre.in Market Square, where the crowd was as- 
sembled. They however, soon withdrew, and 
the crowd began to diminish. 

Occasionally during the evening, stones and 
brickbats were thrown against the door of the 
liquor store, breaking the sashes and otherwise 
injuring the door. This was done, so far as we 
could see, by boys. 

The whole affair was the merest boys play, 
done in the most apparent good nature, and with 
the least possible excitement. Indeed, nearly 
the whole crowd seemed to be there without 
other purpose than curiosity to see what might 
be don^. and those who threw the missiles were 
without leaders or apparent power to do harm. 
. We are of the opinion that an efficient police 
officer — with a dozen good men— could have 
easily dispersed the crowd any time prior to 
half-past nine o'clock. Soon after 10 o'clock 
the crowd had materially diminished, and 
si emed rapidly dispersing, when Mr. Dow, ac- 
companied by Capt. Green, and a part of the 
Light Guard, appeared upon the sidewalk on th» 
north side of the City Hall. The crowd were 
warned to dispers-. His appearance, sword in 
h ind, with soldiers, at once changed the temper 
of the multitude. They rallied around them 
and gave groans and hisses prior to the pro- 
clamation to disperse. 

Mr. Dow then gave the order, "first sectiou 
fire." The order was not obeyed, and the 
crowd t k e a "iiiert' missiles. A part of the com- 
pany started to escort Mr. Dow toward Middle 
street, and the remainder immediately returned 
to their Armory in the third story of the City 
Hall buildi' g. At the time Mr. Dow gave the 
order to fire (Captain Green refused to give it, 
as we understand, on the ground that he did not 
think the circumstances authorized it), the com- 
pany were standing directly opposite the en- 
trance to the hall of the Mechanics' Associa- 
tion in Clapp's block, and their fire would have 
taken effect, if at all, upon the people on the 
sidewalk, a part of whom were mechanics just 
coming from their hall, and who were entirely 
unconscious that any such proceedings were 
called for or contemplated. 

After Captain Green's company had retired, 
the brickbats flew thicker and stronger, and the 
police, who were aiding the deputy marshal, 
who had seized the liquors to guard them, com- 
menced firing pistols charged only with pow- 
der. A so:t of sham-fight was thus kept up be- 
'w en the crowd, which had now become more 
determined in its character, and the police, un- 
til tbout 11 o'clock, when Mr. Dow, with a 
portion of the Rifle Guards, under Capt. Chas. 
W. Roberts, descended from the Light Guards 
Armory, and with the muskets of the Light 
Guards to the south side of the City Hall. The 
doors of the liquor store were then thrown open 
and the firing commenced, by Mr. Dow's order, 
through the store upon the crowd in the street 
upon the other side of the building. 

One man, Geo. Robbins, second mate of the 



nark Louisa Eaton, was shot through the body 
and almost instantly killed. 

Thomas McCarthy, an hostler, aged 22 years, 
received a ball under his chin which passed out 
through his cheek, breaking the jawbone in it= 
passage. 

ffioinas Robinson, a worthy young man, 19 
years of age, in the employ of Messrs. Fernald 
A Co., while sitting on a box near Clapp's 
Block, oi: the opposite side of the street, was 
struck by a bail on the inside of ihe right ancle, 
behind the joint, the ball shattering the lower 
end of the tibia, or large bone of the leg, and 
passing out at the instep. The inner mallcolur 
or shin-bone was amputated by Dr. J. R. Lord, 
and amputation of the foot may yet be neces- 
sary. 

Howard Dennison, a young man, residing on 
Atlantic street, was struck by a pistol ball in 
the front part of the arm. The ball penetrated 
to the bone, passed round without breaking it, 
and buried itself in the muscle at the back of 
the arm. The ball was removed and the wound 
dressed by Dr. Lord.

face, making a severe wound; also an appren- 
tice of Mr. Felt, and a young man employed at 
the U. S. Hotel, were slightly wounded by bul- 
lets. 

John A. Poor, Esq., on his way home from 
his office, passed, in company with two other 
gentlemen, in front of the Clapp and Deenng 
Block, and just before reaching Preble street, a 
bullet passed through his hat, but did no injury. 
There were several other similar hair-breadth 
escapes. 

After firing for awhile, the soldiers charged 
bayonets through the streets, and made several 
wanton and rude arrests, though none were at- 
tempted in the early part of the evening when 
they ought to have been made.

while trying to get out of the way as fast as he 
could. 

The Argus, after giving the above as a state- 
ment of the facts in the case, comments with 
severity upon the course of Mr. Dow in the 
execution of the liquor law, which it alleges, 
has excited much hostile feeling against him. It 
expresses the belief that the purpose of the 
people assembled was only to spill some of the 
liquor which they believed to have been illegal- 
ly obtained, and that if he had not appeared 
with the military no serious harm would have 
been done.
